One of the most terrible railway tra- 
godies in the history of Ontario occurred 
near the village of St. G W ednes- 
day evening of last week, shortly after 
6 p. m. The eastern bound St. Louis 
express on the Great Western division 
of the Grand Trunk R'y., consisting of 
five coaches and „smoking, Pull - 
man and dining cars. broke through the 
iron bridge a few yards cast of the sta- 
tion and plunged sixty feet to the ground 
below. Ten persons were killed on the 
spot, and about thirty wounded, some 
of whom have since died. As near as 
can be ascertained the accident was 
caused by the breaking of the piston rod 
of the engine, causing the rails to spread 
just as the ill-fated train reached the 
centre of the bridge. One first-class 
coach was thrown completely off the 
bridge, while the dining car went thro- 
ugh one of the epans, taking part of the 
pullman car with it. The smoking car 
and engine went over safely or the loss of 
life would have been much greater.

The License Question. 

ABLE SPEECH BY MR. WOOD IN 
ISLATURE. 

Toronto, March 15. 


Mr. Wood said that in discussing the 
motion of the Hon. member for London 
Nop Meredith) he wished to do so in a

air and impartial manner. He believed 
that every law placed by the Legislature 


on the statute books should have a fair 
trial,and he thought the Crooke Act 
had been sufficiently long before the 
country by which an intelligent opinion 
could be given of the manner in which 
it had accomplished the object of its 
promoters. He had to complain of the 
manner in which the supporters of the 
Government had met the objections ad - 
vanced from the Opposition side of the 
House. “We do not,” said the speaker, 
“complain of the Act. Not a single 
speaker on this side has brought a charge 
of that character. I believe it to be one 
of the best Acts of the kind on the 
statute books of any country, as the Act 
now stands, with the ammendments that 
have been made from time to time, and 
so far as I could I aided in trying to 
make the law in all its provisions work- 
able and effective in the interests of 
temperance and morality.” (Hear ee 
But,the speaker said,again and again 
hon. members of the Government side 
during thie debate risen in their places 
and charged us with hostility to the Act 
itself. This was most unfair. What 
the Opposition did complain of — what 
they had a right to complain of—was 
the manner in which it administered 
by the present Government and its offi- 
cials. (Loud applause.) A good deal 
had been said with reference to cases of 
flagrant breaches of luw, by members 
who spoke from personal knowledge in 
their own constituencies ; he would ask 
the attention of the House for a few 
minutes to what had come under his 
personal knowledge, and he again re- 
peated his desire to discuss the question 
in a fair spirit, for no party advantage 
that could be gained would justify a 
perversion of truth, or condone an im- 
jury wilfully inflicted on the efforts 
that were being put forth in this Pro- 
vince in the cause of temperance. The 
Scott Act was not in force in his Coun- 
ty, and hence his remarks, so far as 
local knowledge was concerned, would 
apply to the working of the Crooks Act. 
This Act was first passed some 13 years 
ago, and had been repeatedly amended 
as circumstances had shown the necess- 
ity therefor. Commissioners had been 
appointed; at first one of these would be 
conservative, but even that semblance 
of non-partyism had been dropped. An 
Inspector was appointed in his riding ; 
the first inspector was in office today. 
He had no charges to bring against the 
character of these gentlemen ; they were 
respectable men, so far as he knew them. 
At tirst while there was some novelty 
in initiating and carrying out a new law, 
there was a degree of zeal evinced that 
in itself was commendable, but that had 
all passed away. The duties were dis- 
charged in the most unsatisfactory man- 
ner. By this, (said the speaker) I mean 
there is no zeal shown im seeing that 
only proper persons are licensed ; that 
the ixspeetion is formal; that there is 
a general laxity, and so far from the law 
being made a terror to evil doers, it is 
often a cover to the worst kind of acts 
that shelter themselves under the licens- 
ed traffic in strong drink. (Applause.) 
And who are responsible for this state 
of things 4 Who appoint the Commis- 
sioners } Whose officer is the Inspector 
Who regulate the license feos? Who 
collects the license money! And who 
are trying to take’ credit for being, as 
above all other men, the great defenders 
of the temperance cause in this Pro- 
vince?

To the Editor of Tax Review: 


Sin, —Tbe able and eloquent speech of Mr. 
Wood was exceeding beautiful, but not alto- 
ether original. In the general election of 
1882 Sir John Macdonald told the people of 
Ontario that ifbe had a majority in the next 
Parliament he would take the licensing power 
away from ths Mowat Government and re- 
store it to the municipalities, But although 
Sir John had a large mojority in that Parlia- 
ment he did not pass the act that he promised, 
he did not even attempt to do it. The act 
that he tried to enforce was a somewhat feeble 
imitation of the Crooks Act, and his prineipal 
vbject appeared to be to provide offices for a 
lot of his friends and supporters. 

But Mr. Wood is for in advance of Sir 
John, for Sir John was working for the inter- 
est of his party, while Mr. Wood was “plead- 
ing in the interest of morality.’ We can be 
quite of this because he said it himself. 

He probably has no very high opinion of 
mere politicians of either party. Perhaps he 
remembered that a Tory Government once 
turned him ont of an office for fraud, and 
that no Reform Government would ever trust 
him with any office at all. He is thus ina 
position to contemplate both parties from a 
great moral elevation, his only object bein 
to promote the general welfare of mankind, 
both in the Ontario Parliament and on the 
Trent Valley Navigation Works.
